Cominco are-now negotiating a major storage program 
which should remove the problem from the river and from 
Kootenay Lake into which the water eventually flows. 

At Trail a. giant Cominco smelter processes the 
concentrates from the Sullivan mine. 

In the 20s. and 30s the smelter pumped over 300 tons of 
-sulfur—in- the form of-sulfur-dioxide inte the air over Trail 


leading to an International Joint Conimission study of 
damage done to WashingtonState orchards 10 miles 
downwind.
